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The book is well written, as regards the work 
of the scribe, with small illuminated initials and 
rubricated chapter-headings, on fine vellum. It 
commences thus : w Dieu tout puissant createur 
du monde universel fist et crea tous les celestiens 
esperitz bon et vertueux leur donnant les haulx 
dons de nature et de grace." The first page is 
headed with a miniature representing the initia- 
tion of a young man by an old witch, two younger 
women standing by with lighted tapers, a he- 
goat standing with his back towards them, and 
a broom lying on the ground; in the air are 
several witches riding on broomsticks.

"Expended extraordinarily for the birth of the 
Prince of Wales, by order : for fireworks, enter- 
tainement and ball, fontaines of wine & medalls, 
^700 . A letter from Middleton of 1 1 Feb. 
i68£ (f. 191) had conveyed an order from the 
King that no greater allowance than jiioo 
quarterly should in future be made to foreign 
ministers for extraordinaiy expenses unless any 
further expense should have been in pursuance 
of particular orders ; but one of 12 June, 1688, 
from O. Wynne (f. 199), conveying the news of 
the Prinee^s birth authorized special demonstra- 
tions of joy. In a letter of July 14, 1685 (f. 1 76), 
Middleton says that " all things here [are] in a 
perfect quiett, which is more likely to last then 
ever, being founded on the ruines of ane unsuc- 
cessefull rebellion, and the arch-traitors brought 
to condigne punishment." On 2.5 Oct., 1689, 
the earl of Melfort writes from St. Germains 
(f. 205), announcing King James's departure 
within two days for Ireland, and desiring Sylvius 
to continue his correspondence as before, but to 
direct his letters to the Queen at St. Germain's. 
Letters of revocation follow from Will. III, dated 
in March, i68| (f. 207), with letters from lord 
Nottingham and his secretary Ri. Warre, of 28 
June, 1689 (ff. 209-11), regretting the Kings 
inability to send him any money at present, and 
advising him to return as soon as possible. 

Copies of the letters from the Secretaries of State 
under James II, and of the letters of revocation, 



are in Rawl. MS. A. 480, which is Sylvius' copy- 
book of his own offieial correspondence.

There is much 
also respecting a converted Jew, named Eliezer- 
bar-Ishai, who assumed the name of Paul, and 
was baptized for the sake of marrying a widow 
named Bebecca Hounsell ; he receives help from 
tbe congregation, but is at length excommu- 
nicated, together with his wife, for taking their 
child to be " sprinkled by the Presbyterians or 
others." 

Among subjects discussed are, whether the 
congregation should visit the Lord Protector to 
tell him of his faults, the right of women to 
speak in the church, the lawfulness of laughter. 

Some original letters and papers are inter- 
spersed, which are entered in the index to this 
Catalogue. 

At the end are accounts of moneys received 



and expended, in which Eliezer appears as the 
largest recipient. 

The congregation on 1 Jan. 165} appears to 
have numbered fourteen male members, of whom 
four were in Ireland, and one (the Jew) excom- 
municated, and twenty-two female members, of 
whom eight were in Ireland and the provinces. 
But there was also a " separated assembly," 
numbering respectively ten and sixteen members. 
Arise Evans is mentioned as having "wholly 
forsaken the faith." 

An entry under date of 10 May, 1653, records 
that " Sister Abigall Marshall gave to the chirch 
a silver bowle."
